THE NEW MILITIA BILL, 

Now before Congress, contains, says 
he National Intelligencer * some propositions 
of rath-r an original character. It is proposed 
nat ali the commissioned and non-commission- 
‘d oilicers above the rank of corporal, in each 
brigade in the United States, shall each year 
be assembied together and encamped within 
the himus cf each brigade for a certain number 
at days, under the cemmand of the officers 

mmanding brigades respectively ; to receive 
pay and allowance for travelling, and to be gov- 
erned by tue rutes prescribed for the govern- 
meat of the army and militia of the United 
States, and to be subjected to the discipline, 
‘Zc. peescrited by ‘he same authority. Privates 
in thy mia are to be exempted from doing 
miliya duty on paying from five to ten dollars 
yeariy, to such person as the state legislatures 
shall prescribe—the money thus paid to be ap- 
plied exclusively to disbursements under this 
act.” 

These features of the bill look as if there 
was a prospect of relief from some of the op- 
pressions now carried on under the militia 
system. We hope it will not be permitted to 
lie onthe table to the end of the session, and 
then be swept off with the rubbish, which is 
daily accumulating, and be forgotten.

‘The Pedlar Spy, and 

Edie Ochiltree, for instance, are of the same 

class of characters, and both, perhaps, are made 

too much, and too often instrumental, in fur- 

thering the events of their respective stories ; 

and when we say, that the skill and keeping 
with which the character of the Pedlar Spy are 

delineated and preserved, are not unworthy of 
the hand which produced Edie Ochiltree, we 

are conscious that higher praise can scarcely 
be awarded. 

In Dr. Sitgreaves we see traces of Dominie 
Sampson. The same credulity and ignorance 
of the world; the same devotion to their pecu- 
liar studies, the same fearless affection for their 
friends, and general benevolence—while the 
Virginia horse recall, and suffer no disadvantage 
from the comparison with, the troopers of Cla- 
verhouse. But we have said nothing of Frances 
—the lovely, ingenious, daring and affectionate 
Frances—nor of the ardent and enthusiastic Isa- 
bella, nor of several other personages who will 
long dwell on our memories ; but we have said 
enough, as we hope, to awaken curiosity, and 
to stimulate patronage. 

The author announces himself as the writer 
of Precaution, a previous novel, but withholds 
his nume—which is nevertheless currently 
mentioned in conversation. He is known as an 
American, by birth, education, and as his works 
will show, in feeling. We hope to grect him 
often again.

Lorn Byron ano Anastasivs. The fifty- 
fourth number of Blackwood’s Edinburgh 
Magazine, contains a long and well written 
essay, the design ef which is to prove Lord 
Byron the author of Anastasius—the novel 
which has attracted so much attention, and 
which has generally been attributed to a Mr. 
Thomas Hope. The writer traces many strik- 
ing coincidences between the different scenes 
transactions, and descriptions, in Anastasius, and 
the several works of Byron, and we must con- 
fess he has made out a plausible case. The 
character of Anastasius, says he, is exactly of a 
piece of Byron's ; that is, with the one which 
pervades all his works, and so charitably con- 
sidered as his own. The spirit of Anastasius is 
that of Don Juan. Would lord Byron, he asks, 
have made so obvious a copy from the work of 
any other artist ? The whole story seems the 
chalk sketch of the poem ; and Anastasius him- 
self, in his riper years, 1s but another version of 
all the varieties of his lordship’s poetical proge- 
ny, from Childe Harold to Beppo. Is it likely 
that any other but the original author would 
imagine such a character ? or rather so melted 
all Byron’s characters into one ? for Anastasius, 
is a combilation of all those which under differ- 
ent names, have been speken of as different 
individuals, but which are, in reality, but differ- 
ent as poets of the same liberal, licentious, 
learned, brave, impassioned, and misanthropic 
beings—Commercial dv. 


' ALondon paper says, “ The arrival of three 
new tragedies in this country fromLord- Byron 
is announced. The hero of one of these pieces 
is said to be Foscari, son of the doge of that

Recorder, furnishes some in- 
tolligence adcressed toa gentleman residing at that 
place, from E. Lynch, Esq. in Chili, dated St. Jago, 
Avg. 14th. Lima was abandoned by the Spaniards, 
whese only alternative was to capitulate or perish 
irom want, La Serna, (the Vice Roy) retreated to- 
wards Guancabelca, with 3000 men ; but it was pro- 
bable that his retreat: would be cut off by Col, Are- 
hales, “The aeserticn from the Royaksts was immense, 
Col. Necochea pursued them with 1000 cavalry. In 
Callao, there remained 1500 Royalists, beseiged im the 
exstie of St. Phillip, who could hold out but a few 
devs, The following official despatch was received by 
the Supreme Director of Chili. 

Head Quarters, Lima, July 19, 1821. 

Most Excellent Sir--On the 10th of thie present 
Month, the army, under my command, took possession 
o'this capital ; whose inhabitants, in proportion to 
the oppression they have suffered, have demonstrated, 
wen unequivocal manner, that they belong to the

Extract of a letter, dated Havana, 14, 1821.—

INQUISITION AT LISBON. 
Extract of Letter. 

Lisson, Oct. 20. Isend you a description 
of the Inquisition at this place, which I have 
been to visit. Atthesitting of the Cortes on 
the 10thinst. Senhor Figueras presented a 
letter from the Keeper of the Inquisition, sta- 
ting, that on the building being opened for pub- 
lic inspection, the people had behaved in a 
very disorderly manner, breaking open doors 
and carrying away papers, &c.; and that sev- 
eral persons had actually cried out that the 
building should be burned, whilst they held 
lighted candlesin their hands, as if about to 
put their threats into execution; which he 
stated they would have done but for the in- 
terposition of the guards. ‘The Keeper there- 
fore prayed that measures should be taken to 
prevent the recurrence of such scenes. Sen- 
hor Bastas said, that if any such disorders as 
had been described had occurred, it was owing 
to the refusal of the keepers to show the in- 
struments oftorture and the lower cells of the 
prison to ‘the visitants. In his opinion these 
Gentlemen, the keepers, cherished a religious 
respect for the tribunal, of which they spoke 
with apparent veneration. As it was appre- 
hended the people would set fire to the place, 
it would be better to suspend lamps in various 
parts, and not to allow the visitants to carry 
hghts. Senhor Fernando Thomas proposed 
that an inscription, of which the following is a 
translation, should be fixed on every place 
occupied by the Inquisition in Portugal :— 

May eternal malediction follow every Portuguese, 


who does nothold for ever in abhorrence an in- 
vention so infernal,” 


On the 8th of October, the Inquisition at 
Lisbon was thrown open for public inspeciion, 
and for the first four days the concourse of 
people of all descriptions that crowded to view 
it was so great that the pressure at the ep- 
trance rendered itan enterprise ofsome risk. 
The building isa large oblong, with a square 
in the. centre; there are three floors, with 
vaulted passages, along the sides of which are 
cells of different sizes, from six by seven feet, 
to eight by nine fect. 
the inner one of iron, the outer of oak, very 
strong. Asthere are no windows in the cells 
on the ground and middle floors, no light is ad- 
mitted when the doorsare shut. The cells on 
the upper floor are larger than the others, and 
each has an aperture like a chimney through 
which the sky is visible. These were appro- 
priated to the use of those who it was suppose d 
might be liberated. In the roof of each cell 
(for they are all vaulted) is a small aperture of 
about an inch in diameter, and a private passage 
runs over each range, so thatthe persons em- 
ployed by the Hoiy Orfice could at any time 
odserve the conduct of the prisoners unseen, 
and iftwo persons were confined in one cell, 
hear their conversation. ‘Tiere are seats in 
these private passages socontrived that a per- 
son sitting might inspect two of the cells at the 
saine time, as by a turn of the head he could fix 
hiseye upona hole over either cell at pleas- 
ure—or he could hear what was said in either. 
The persons appointed to listen to the discourse 
of the prisoners wore cloth shoes ; so that their 
footsteps couid not be heard. Frequently a 
familiar of the Holy Order was put into the cell 
of a prisoner, as a person arrested, in order to

In a number of the cells, 
the names of the unhappy inmates were writ- 
ten on the walls—some had strokes, apparent- 
ly the number of days or weeks the victims of 
this horrid tyranny had been confined. On the 
wall of one cell I counted upwards of 500 of 
these marks. On the wall of another of the 
cells was written ‘ Francisco Jose Carvalho, 
entered here the last day of March, 1809, and 
remained as mauy days as.there are strokes in 
the wall.” On the wall of another cell was 
written, ‘ John Laycock ;’ the name had been 
covered with white wash, which had scaled off. 
There was a number of strokes under the name, 
and the figures 18 were easily made out, the 
others were obliterated. Some of the cells, 
which had not been used for many years, were 
locked up, but the visitants soon broke them 
open. Human bones were found in many of 
these. In one was found part of a friar’s hab- 
it, with a waist girdle of rope and some bone. 
The apertures like chimneys in some of the 
cells were closed—and I have been informed 
that it was a common mode of putting prison- 
ers to death to place them in these apertures 
which were then walled up, and quick lime 
being poured in from the top, a speedy end 
was put to their suiferings. ‘The furniture is 
very old—the chairs in the halls are covered 
with leather, studded all round with brass nails. 
1 send youa piece of leather with one of these 
nails, taken from one of the best chairs. The 
large tables in the hells had drawers for papers 
—these the visitants broke open, every one 
being desirous of obtaining some relic of the 
once terrible Inquisition.

RESIGNATION OF JUDGE DAWES. 

On Monday last, the Municipal Court was opcned, 
and a farewell address made by the judge, on the oc- 
casion. The Hon. Judge stated, that this was the last 
term he proposed to hold the court, and that he felt 
himself called upon, by a sense of duty, to revert to 
past scenes, in the administration of this, and other 
Courts of Justice, in the Commonwealth.

VACCINE “IROCULATION. 

‘Dr, Jénner has lately published a circular to 
the medical profession on the subject of vacci- 
Anation, of which the following is an abstract :-—. 

he Doctor begins by enquiring whether any 
pnd what circumstances have retarded the pro- 
gress of vaccination, or rendered it less to be 
fdlepended upon as a preventive of the small pox 

~and whether in any ‘case of failure the practi- 
ioner had noted any reason for it, cither aris- 
ing from an eruptive state ‘ofthe skin or from 
any other cause. He then proceeds to say, 
| that-a long time ago he~pointed-out the fact 
(which has not been suffigiently attended to) 
that a single serous blotch, upon the skin, ex- 
isting during the progress of the vaccine vesi- 
cles.on the arms, may occasion irregularity and 
deviation from .correctness, that vaccination 
under such circumstances cannot be depended 
upon.—He adds, ** Lhave-found abrusions of 
the cuticle to produce the same effect, such for 
example as we find in. the nurseries of the 
opulent,as well as in the cottages of the poor, 
behind the ears and upon’many other parts 
where the cuticle is thin. Happily w2 find no 
irregularity in the vaccine vesicle in an uncon- 
taminated skin, but we find it in a skin beset 
with these herpetic blotches, cr even froma 
simple serous oozing from an abruded cuticle. 
it is not to be considered as of less consequence 
when occupying a small space, a speck behind 
the ear, which might be covered by a split pea, 
being capable of disordering the vaccine vesi- 
cle ; however, fortunately for the safety of 
the vaccine practice, all these affections of the 
skin may be removed with very little trouble. 
Sore eye-lids are also impediments to consti- 
tutional vaccination.”°—Atier a little further 
discussion, and pointing out his former pub- 
lication, he emphatically concludes, “ In short, 
every disease of the skin. which may be called 
serous, or one that sends out a fluid capable of 
conversion into a scab, has the power of exer- 
ting his modifying and counteracting influence. 
If 1 were asked what were the other actual 
impediments to perfect vaccination, as a gen- 
eral answer I shouldsay, | scarcely know any 
other, except spurious matter, or impediments 
too obvious to require my naming them here, 
such as deranging the vaccine vesicle in its 
progress, by incautiously robbing it of its con- 
tents, or producing a new action by external 
violence.” 

These observations may guard both parents 
an:] practitioners against the insidious intluence 
oi a diseased skin when they vaccinate, and 


ofthe failures which have been heard of,and 
much exaggerated. ‘The national vaccine es- 
tabiishmeat, in its annual report, lately publisa- 
ed, staies, thai in those countries where the 
legislature has interfered to prohibit inocula- 
tion for small pox, and to enforce vaccination, 
the small pox has become almost unknown, 
andthe full benefit of this valuable discovery 
iz enjoyed : but similar results cannot be looked 
for inthe United Kingdom, until the whole 
community shall concyr voluntarily in its sal- 
utary practice.

Departed this life early on Friday night last, 
Banrwotomew Curtis, at between 70 and 80 
years ofage. The history of this —— “ 
extraordinary man, is so ‘very remarka e, an 
the ‘circumstances attending his dissolution 
were so unprecedentedly shocking, that the wri- 
ter, to whom he was for many years well 
known, cannot refrain from communicating a 
hasty though sincere tribute to the memory of 
the deceased. 

It was the unhappy lot of Bartholomew Cur- 
tis to be born both deaf and dumb, and thus to 
labor undera privation of two of the most im- 
portant senses belonging to the mere external 
frame of a human being. This, however, did 
not at all affect the innate vigor and intelligence 
of his mind, that nobler and ethereal part of 
man. Every, intellectual faculty seems te 
have been lavished, as it were, upon hin, in 
remuneration of the melancholy defects, to 
which it pleased an overruling Providence to 
subject him from his birth. Every feature 
in his countenance was replete with expres- 
sion; in his action and gesture too, there was 
an eloquence singularly intelligible and far 
more powerful than the ordinary language of 
those who are blessed with all the organs of 
external ‘sense. At the dawn of the Reyolu- 
tionary war, Bartholomew Curtis glowed with 
such fervent zeal in the cause of liberty, and 
besides afforded such wonderful indicatious of 
soundand mature intellect, that the regular 
army could not resist his importunate demands 
for employment in its lines. being finally ad- 
mitted into the service, his competency as a 
soldier was soon, proved to the amazement and 
admiration of every body; for he fought 
through the long and appalling scenes of the 
revolution, with a patience of mind and an in- 
trepidity of spit unsurpassed by any of his 
companions in arms. There are now in this 
neighborhood several surviving soldiers ef the 
same memorable conflict, who can testify to 
his admirable conduct in the battles of Brandy- 
wine and Germantown, to the North, and that 
ot Guildford Court House, to the South. 
Stricken with years, a welcome and privileged 
cnest at every house where he was personal- 
ly known, it at last pleased Almighty God to 
snatch this interestipg and venerable man from 
time to the eternal world, in a manner equally 
sudden and heart rending. The old man, af- 
ter going to several places in the neighbor- 
hood in his usual unceremonious way, sojourn- 
ed on last Friday night, at the house of Mrs. 
Selah Ann Estess, in this county. He was 
lighted to bed, inthe upper story of the house, 
as soon as feeble nature called for repose. 
Alas ! about 10 o'clock, after the deceased 
and every member had sunk into profound 
slecp, the mansion of their rest was suddenly 
and by accident wrapped in the flames of a 
desolating fire, from which Bartholomew 
Curtis, never escaped. The other persons 
providentially saved their lives; but the fire 
consumed every thing within its range. ‘The 
subject of this Obituary was entirely burnt up, 
with the exception of his bones, that remained, 
bleaching amidst the awful ruins, to the dawn- 
ing sun of the next morning. Thus, perished 
Bartholomew Curtis—a deaf and dumb soldier 
of the revolution, equally pitied for his la- 
mentable defects, admired for his peculiar 
powers of mind, and venerated for his faithful 
services in the war that founded the indepen- 
dence of his native land.
